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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

Figure 4 should be designated by a legend such as --Prior Art-- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Inoue et 
al. (hereinafter Inoue). 

In regard to claim 1 , Inoue discloses a container for a stick type cosmetic 
comprised of an outer cylinder 1 (see Figure 2), a cylindrical cover 27, a cylindrical 
holding member 3 which is rotatable relative to the outer cylinder, a stick-type cosmetic 
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material 37 which can be extended from and retracted into the holding member 3 when 
the outer cylinder 1 and holding member 3 are rotated relative to each other, a 
hermetically-covering cylindrical member 35 on the inner surface of the cover, a 
cylindrical fitting member 7 on an upper portion of the outer cylinder, an annular rib 31 
on an outer surface of the fitting member wherein the rib an outer surface of the lower 
end of the hermetically-covering cylindrical member 35 and a gap (not numbered, see 
Figure 2) between the outer surface of the lower end of the hermetically-covering 
cylindrical member 35 and an inner surface of the cover 27 wherein the gap serves as 
space for allowing deformation of the lower end of the hermetically-covering cylindrical 
member 35 (upon insertion of the cap, the metal rib 31 will have to deform member 35 
in order to reach the groove 33). 

In regard to claim 2, a receiving member 13 holds the cosmetic and is movable 
as claimed and the rib is positioned at substantially the same height as the upper 
portion of the receiving member when the receiving member is in a lowest position. 

In regard to claim 3, a cylindrical sealing member 23 is positioned inside the 
fitting member 7 so as to slidably and hermetically contact an outer surface of the 
holding member 3.

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The Mack reference is cited for disclosing another sealing cap for 
a stick type cosmetic.
